Roy H. Beebe Tells Advance- 


ment Ass'n. Benefits

Mr. Roy H. Beebe, representative 


of the Markham & May Farm Loan 
Rankers of. Milwaukee in northern 
Wisconsin, was invited to explain 
the Ashland County system of loan- 
ing to farmers before the Advance- 
ment Association Friday evening at 
the City Hall. Mr. Heebe was 
one 


of the leaders in this movement in 
Ashland county, and he explained 
its great 
benefits and the way it 


worked as follows: 


He stated that the merchants of 


Ashland gave a noonday 
dinner, 
each merchant inviting a farmer to 
be present, and every merchant sat 
beside his guest. They had Assem- 
blyman Ed. Nordman who is inter- 
ested in the dairy business present 
to address: the gathering, ana every- 
one was so well pleased with the 
dinner that the merchants followed 
it op shortly with another meeting 
where they had Mr. Martiny 
of 


Chippcwa Falls present to address 
the meeting. Then (they 
the meeting of the Wisconsin Dairy- 
men's Association in -Ashland 
for 


three days. They had a dairy" sur. 
vey made of all the dairy cattle 
they had in the county, which was 
a fairly accurate one, but showed 
that all these owners of dairy cat- 
tle lacked ability to add lo their 
herds. 
This survey also showed 
that Ashland was sending out fifty 
thousand 
dollars 
(?50,000) 
each 
year to pay its butter bill, which 
money should have stayed in Ash- 
land. 


So the Comnrvercial Club asked 


the two banks to loan the Com- 
mercial Club a fund of ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000) to purchase cat- 
tle, and as security the Club would 
give them a guarantee of twenty 
or more responsible business men 
whose notes would be accepted any- 
where, that - they- would not 
lose 
their money. They would pay 0% 
for the money and would loan it 
to the fanners at 79J-. The money- 
was to be paid by the farmers 
at 
three dollars (S3) per month for 
the cow out of the cream shipped. 
The Commercial Club secured the 
services of experts in purchasing 
the cattle and they were to be pur- 
chasd by lot. The breed was to be

Among the many good methods 


of preserving eggs, one of the easi- 
est and perhaps the best, and un- 
doubtedly one of the most popular 
methods," is preserving with water- 
class.

Water-glass is the common name 
r sodium silicate.

• 1 (t) a gallon and is sold by drug 
tores and poultry supply houses. 
f kept in tin, water-glass retains 
ts efficiency for years but when di- 
utcd with water it is good for but 
jne season.

In mixing the preserving fluid use 
one part water-glass to nine parts 
rain-water if obtainable. If 
ram- 
water cannot be had. other water 
may be used. Roil the water for 
ialf an hour, then cool it and mix 
t well with the water-glass, With I 
,>roper care in putting down eggs 
in this manner they may be pre- 
served for a whole year and still 
be acceptable for cooking. 
The best eggs for preserving are 


those laid during the spring months 
before the coming of hot weather, 
for hot weather is more favorable 
for bacteria infection. Since it hap- 
pens that the price of eggs is the 
lowest just at this particular lime, 
there is double reason for not de- 
laving the work. 
The flock from which the 
eggs 
are chosen should 
be in perfect 


health, should be kept in clean quar 
ters, 
' ard 
particular 
attention 


should be paid to the condition of 
the 
nests. Gather 
the eggs 
at 


least once a day and never use any 
eggs about which there is any doubt 
}as to absolute freshness. Use only 


clean eggs and be sure to preserve 
them the day they are gathered if 
it is at all possible. 
Barrels, earthenware vessels, gal- 


vaniied iron 
buckets or cement 


tanks can be "used for storing the 
eggs, but first give the receptacle 
a thorough scalding. 
It is best to have the linuid cover 


the eggs by about an inch and the 
container should be kept covered 
to prevent evaporation. If you no- 
lice any loss of the liquid thru ev- 
aporation, simply add water that 
has betn boiled because the 
eggs 
must always be kept 
submerged. 


Store the eps where the tempera- 
ture does not go much higher than 
00 degrees but be sure there is no
